An English gentleman, Frederic H. Sawyer, is about 
to bring out in the country through Charles Scribner’s 
Sons a book showing the results of fourteen years’ 
residence in the Philippines. It is intended to be the 
most thorough and comprehensive work yet published 
on the subject. In it will be combined all pertinent 
historical events, together with the story of the rela- 
tions between the Spainards and Filipinos and the char- 
acter of the Filipinos themselves as weighed from the 
point of view of Western civilization. The volume 
will be called “ The Inhabitants of the Philippines.” 
and it will be illustrated with many interesting pho- 


tographs. 


Elien Thornycroft Fowler, author of “ The Farring- 
dons” and “Isabel Carnaby,” will shortly publish 
through D. Appleton & Co. a new volume of fiction 
entitled ‘ Cupid’s Garden.” The volume is said to be 
in a much lighter vein than any of her previous works, 
She shows herself, too, as the mistress of the art of 
story telling, according to the French rather than the 
English school.

to import Italian guides for this expedition, but the 
wisdom of the plan is now apparent. The whole profit 
on the sale of the Italian edition of this work, together 
with all royalties and rights on foreign editions, will 
be dedicated to an insurance fund for Italian guidés.

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from three to six miles in breadth, and 
pierces the chains like a high road, divid- 
ing the groups of Mount Cook and Mount 
St. Elias. The expedition took fifty-seven 
days from the coast to the summit and 
back again, and in order to traverse the 


more than one hundred miles of ice and 
snow, everything except what was consid- 
ered absolutely necessary was left behind. 
The sole object was to reach the summit of 
Mount St. Elias, and all else was subordi- 
nated to that alm. No topographical survey 
nor other scientific investigation was made, 
only a series of meteorological observations 
was taken. We need not detail the steps 
which culminated in the summit of the 
mountain being reached at about noon on 
the Sist of July and its height being ascer- 
tained as 18,000 feet. Prof. Russell, the 
American explorer, had in his two expedi- 
tions, in 1890 and 1891, crossed all the 
glaciers and attained a height of about 
14,500 feet, and subsequently described the 
principal features mentioned fn this vol- 
ume. We do not intend to underestimate 
the achievement of this expedition, but 
would quote a remark made by Freshfield, 
a well-known mountain explorer, In an ad- 
dress before the Royal Geographical Soci- 
ety: ‘‘ Those who went first and opened 
the way are not less entitled to credit than 
those who came afterward and reaped the 
fruit of their predecessors’ labors.’’ To the 
Italian expedition great credit is due for 
their good judgment and persistency. They 
undertook the task, equipped, 
and, when success crowned their efforts, it 
could not be said to be due in any way to 
good luck or favorable weather. In fact, 
they not only met with very bad weather, 
but also encountered dangers and serious 
obstacles, such as had compelled their 
predecessors to turn back in dismay. The 
Italians freely acknowledge their debt to 
Russell, but their success was largely due 
to their ample and excellent equipment. 
Of course, they never would have reached 
the summit if they had 
domitable pluck and a technical knowledge 
of the requirements of successful mountain- 
eering.

In 1772 Capt. Cook went out to ex- 
plore the antarctic, and he circumnavi- 
gated the globe near the antarctic circle, 
thus showing that if there was an undis- 
covered continent down there it must be 
further south. Sixty years later other ex- 


peditions were sent out, and the great ant- 
arctic continent was found, Again sixty 
years elapsed, and the Belgian Government 
fitted out the expedition of which Dr. Cook 
has told the fascinating story. The engl- 
neer of this enterprise, the man who suc- 
ceeded in making an actuality, and who be- 
came its commander, was Lieut. Adrien de 
Gerlache. To him Dr. Cook pays a well- 
earned tribute of high praise. 

The story of the departure and the return 
of the Belgica, the vessel in which the 
expedition was made, has been told in 
brief in the newspapers, but the details of 
the experiences of her crew are now made 
public for the first time in this country. It 
was at the end of August, 1807, that the 
Belgica left Antwerp, whence she went to 
Rio Janeiro. Thence she went down the 
South American Coast, and finally took her 
departure from the known world at Staten 
Island on Jan. 18, 1898. On Jan. 23 of the 
same year she came in sight of new land, 
apparently composed of islands. This was 
christened the Palmer Archipelago. In this 
archipelago the explorers discovered a new 
strait, into which they sailed, charting 
about 500 miles of coast line not before 
known. 

The ship passed out of this strait, and in 
the South Pacific attempted to enter the 
main body of pack ice. ‘* The work of the

News 
writes regarding Goss's™’ The Redemption 
of David Corson "’: ‘There is a historic an- 
ecdote that his Majesty once received the 
announcement from a writer ambitious of 
attention that his ‘Apology for the 
Bible’ would soon be completed, and that 
he would have the pleasure of presenting it 
to his Majesty. The royal reply was that 
he did ‘not know the Bible needed an apol- 
ogy. The charge of immorality against 
‘The Redemption of Richard Corson’ will 
have to most people a note of the same 
surprise. Until it was made few, it is 
safe to say, knew that there was immo- 
rality in that book. The story presents a 
somewhat melodramatic but vastly vivid 
and searching portrayal of the redemption 
not merely of David Corson, but of Pe- 
peeta and of Andy McFarlane, a char- 
acter as rugged as St. Paul’s—a wild, blas- 
phemous son of Anak, a born leader among 
equally reckless woodmen. David's words 
of life come to him, And the heavens are 
opened to him as they were to St. Paul, 
and, like his great prototype, his life 
henceforth is,burned out in the service of 
his Lord and Master. Does one lose this 
powerful picture in hunting fer David's 
iniquities? There is a glimpse of a sainted 
mother, one of those women whose eyes 
are homes of silent prayer, the burden of 
whose life's great error is carried saint- 
like and sealed within her lips by death; 
a picture of a father, if not a husband— 
David's father—who has suffered for his 
own wrongdoing, but has not repented 
and who goes on in the downward path 
with the lamp of experience still shining 
brightly about his feet; of a quack doctor 
who is wronged by David, and whose nat- 
ure is simply hardened by it, dedicating his 
life to vengeance and going out in the 
vain attempt to compass it; of a young 
skeptic who is aroused to a sensibility of a 
life of better things, but not aroused to a 
purpose strong enough to follow it. So 
there is something more than the iniquities 
of David Corson in this book, although it 
is averred that two-thirds of it sags with 
their weight. It is not easy to see it so, 
nor to recognize the picture that is de- 
scribed as being ~one of illicit love, ve- 
hemently portrayed and persistently kept 
before the reader. 

“The allegation that the sins are set out 
with an unmistakable effort to make them 
dramatic and interesting, and so presented 
as to be fascinating to a degree, brings the 
whole indictment to the touch. The jury 
must surely say “ not guilty."’ Having read 
the book without a thought that it was 
immoral, afterthought recalls no such im- 
pression. The test lies in the question, Are 
David's love for Pepeeta, their flight and 
marriage, their personal relations, set out 
in a way that interests the reader in the 
act and not in the purpose? That may be 
taken as the definition of lasciviousness in 
literature, the description of a thing for its 
enjoyment as a means making the act the 
end. Not only is there an entire absence 
of this in David Corson, but we 
not able to recall words, phrases, or situa- 
tions that suggest this or arrest the at- 
tention or distract the thought from the 
struggle between good and evil that goes 
on as it has gone on from the beginning-in 
the soul of the man and the woman; and 
these two here are virgin souls as they 
might have been the first pair.

morality in this book, whose fault, if it be | 


a fault, as a homily on didactic effort, is 
that it tells the story of souls so virgin in 
their views, so unusual in their surround- 
ings, so elemental in their make-up, so un- 
soiled in their contact with the world as 
to leave the wafarer, not, entirely com- 
forted by its lesson, but satisfied only with 
its beauty, entertained only by its dramatic 
interest and its artistic development? 

The tale has something of the purity. 
depth, and directness, and all of the pas- 
sion of an evangel. The characters are so 
unusual in their innocence, in their elemen- 
tal strength and weakness as to make their 
story almost a romance, but the 
touch is not wanting. Pepeeta brings her- 
self to the judgment bar with her confes- 
sion that she sinned against light and 
knowledge in listening to the pleadings of 
her heart that David should go with them. 
She is sinless enough surely in all thi 
drama to satisfy the most artificial moral- 
ist, but her real sinfulness is not spared 
here, and there is a foretaste of finality 
in her analysis. She sees as we shall all 
see when we come into the light by which 
we shall judge ourselves. 

‘There is a fine distinction between the 
temptations that sway the woman's char- 
acter and those which sweep the man’s, 
The differentiation of the masculine and 
feminine is exact and firm. This is a real 
man and a real woman, not a set of pas- 
sions labeled for convenience in 
out @ story. There is a fresh 
here that strikes the sense 
breath of life.

he will be unfaithful to her, that his friends 
will condone it, however they may condemn 
the offense in fiction. I know that brilliant, 
high-spirited women who know their power 
of fascination reserve the right to beckon, 
to select their suiéors, and are merely irri- 
tated when'a man persists in pursuing 
them whether wanted or not. It is the 
mediocre woman who is the prey of the 
“hunter.” The other does not “run after” 
a man, or “ throw herself at his head,” but 
she knows what she wants and is imperious 
enough to have it. And a man of the world 
recognizes this type the moment he meets 
it, and rarely makes a mistake. If he does 
he is sorry. If he waits for the signal he 
ends by falling a great deal more deeply 
in love than if he had pursued; for the 
“ hunter’ rarely values his prey. In real 
life *“‘Senator North” and “ Betty Madi- 
son"’ would have acted exactly as they 
did in the book, being themselves; and 
that is all I attempted to portray. My am- 
bition is to be a correct historian of my 
own times; to tell people who have had 
fewer advantages—and possibly posterity— 
what they do not know already. The rock 
on which most women writers split is this 
very question; either they know nothing of 
the world and copy other authors—notably 
Ouida—or take refuge in the obvious; or 
they know too much, and are so afraid 
that the world will find it out that they 
make all their characters citizens of a sort 
of materialized hereafter. 

I object to your saying that the negro 
episode is sensationally treated. I know 
that it is not, and the proof of it is that 
you find it “ brutally cruel,"’ and “ wince ” 
over it. You would not if it were sensa- 
tionalism, because you belong to the cul- 
tivated class of readers. And it is logically 
treated. Logic is not always pleasant, and 
when people do not like a statement they 
are very apt to deny it in toto. But ideals 
are not facts. I note you say that there 
can be only one opinion of ‘“ Senator 
North,”’ however much the critic may dif- 
fer about other books. It may, therefore, 
interest you to know that if I had written 
ten or a dozen different books instead of 
one, I could not have had more or more 
widely different opinions both here and in 
England. On the whole, however, the opin- 
ions are more generously favorable in Eng- 
land, for they both know and face life 
over there, and have emerged from that 
Puritanism which both waters and rots so 
many fine minds in this country.”

The league was founded in 1875 and in- 
corporated in 1878. It now has a member- 
ship roll of 397. -The objects of the society 
are the maintenance of an Academic School 
of Art, which shall give a thorough course 
of instruction in drawing, painting, and 
sculpture, and the cultivation ofa spirit of 
fraternity among art students. Nearly 
1,000 students, many from distant sections 
of the country, now avail themselves of 
the advantages of this progressive school, 
which for a quarter of a century has held 
a leading position among American acade- 
mies of the fine arts. The school is man- 
aged by a Board of Control, which has the 
direction and management of all the con- 
cerns of the society during its term of of- 
fice and is responsible to the league for the 
maintenance of the school and the ad- 
vancement of the objects of the society. 
The officers are elected by the members 
of the league at the annual meeting in 
April, and serve for one year. They  re- 
ceive no remuneration for their services. 


A majority of the members of the board | 


are actually at work in the school. The 
membership of the league is limited to 
artists and students who intend to make 
art a profession, but the classes are open 
to all who show the required proficiency. 
A high standard of work is 
Students admitted to the classes at 
once, during any month of the year, upon 
submitting examples of work indicating 
that they have attained the required stan- 
dard. The school is open during the entire 
year. The Summer term extends from 
June 1 to Sept. 29, and the Winter term 
from Oct. 1 to June 1.

The awards offered to students working 
in the league classes during the season are 
as follows: The Evans Prize of $50, given 
by Mr. William T. Evans for the encour- 
agement of the practical side of art; the 
Milhau Prize of $50, given by Miss Zella 
Milhau for best composition done in the 
illustration classes; the Saltus Prize of $50, 
given by Mr. J. Sanford Saltus for the best 
drawing made in the antique 
scholarship consisting of one year's 
tuition in the classes of the league for the 
best work done in each of the 
classes: Men's life, antique, sketch, 
men's life, sculpture, illustration classes, 
and classes of Summer school. These 
prizes and scholarships will be awarded by 
a jury consisting of the President and in- 
structors of the league during the annual 
exhibition of school work in May, 1901. All 
work winning prizes or re- 
mains as the property of the league.

The league gives scholarships each ye 
not only to students working in its classes, 
but to the students in a number of schools 
throughout the country.

of the Pennsylvania Academy, in 
Philadelphia, opened this week with a reg- 
istration of students larger than on any 
first day on record.

Even the diligent reader of book notes 
might fail to detect that there was such a 
thing as a distinctive Portuguese literature 
—one which had, withal, proved arather val- 
uable mine for certain English writers who 
happened to know the language. What is 
generally admitted in Portugal as the most 
eminent novelist of that country has just 
passed away at Neuilly, near Paris, bearing 
the name of Senhor J. M. d’Eca de Quei- 
roz. His first work of any note, ‘‘O Primo 
Basilio,”” 1878, remains his greatest. It has 
been translated into French under the title 
“Cousin Basile,""’ by Mme. Rattazzi; into 
Jerman as “‘ Eine wie Tausend,”’ and into 
English for Ticknor of Boston, in 1889, by 
M. J. Serrano, under the title of ‘“* The 
Dragon's Teeth.”’ This study of Lisbon life 
certainly proves him a powerful artist in 
realism—a style which he practically intro- 
duced into Portugal. ‘“‘O Mandarin” ap- 
peared in 1880, and ran into more than one 
edition; and his other publications included 
“Scenas da Vida Devota,” 1880; ‘A Reli- 
quia,” a dream study of the passion, 1887; 
“Os Malas,"" or ‘‘ Episodios da Vida Ro- 
mantica,’” in two volumes, 1888, being a 
pungent attack on Portuguese society. He 
was for some time director of the Revista 
de Portugal. At the time of his death he 
was Consul General for Portugal at Paris, 
and resided at 35 Rue de Berri, In addi- 
tion to his own books he had an amiable 
weakness for writing prefaces to those of 
other people. He performed this task for 
the ‘‘ Aquarellas”’ of Joao Diniz, 1889; for 
the “Azulejos"’ of Pinheiro Pindellas, 
1886, and also for the ‘* Almanach Encyclo- 
pedico,"’ 1895.

Ruskin in Westminster. 

The distinguished English gentlemen of 
the literary vocation who would place a 
medallion portrait of John Ruskin in West- 
minster Abbey may not be aware that their 
scheme has already been condemned by 
Ruskin himself. They should brighten up 
their knowledge of his autobiography. Rus- 
kin had no patience with the way the mon- 
uments were “tossed into the Abbey.” 
They were to him the “ incoherent fillings 
of the aisles of Westminster.” Every sin- 
cere lover of Ruskin, and every man who 


has felt his own life and work made more 
worthy of endeavor and purer by the teach- 
ings of the great art critic, will fervently 
hope that Ruskin's intimated wish may be 
respected. There are, of course, worthy 
monuments in the Abbey, representing tru- 
ly great men, but Ruskin, owing to his 
peculiar genius, would seem out of place 
among them. In the same way a certain 
great French novelist would be out of place 
in the French Academy. It has been sug- 
gested to the committee that a more ap- 
propriate memorial than a picture in West- 
minster Abbey would be the purchase of 
a high cliff overlooking the sea, which 
could be made o shrine for pilgrims that 
would be peculiarly suggestive of Ruskin's 
finest inspjrations. 

Concerning the proposed memorial Mr. 
Arthur Severn thus gives his opinion in 
The London Times: 

The suggestion of buying some headland 
or beautiful place and preserving it to 
John Ruskin’s memory is all very well, 
and, of course, the kind of monument most 
of us would wish, but such a scheme is 
beset with difficulties, and even if carried 


out might be very unsatisfactory. The 
Sheffield Museum is an admirable monu- 
ment, and if the house on Herne Hill could 
be bought, and the garden that he loved 
kept in order that would be another most 
interesting and appropriate memorial.

Stevenson’s “In the South Seas.” 


Inadvertently last week we mentioned 
that Chatto of London was about to pub- 
lish what was approximately a new Steven- 
son book, “In the South Seas," which, 
having appeared only in the Edinburgh edl- 
tion, is scarcely known to the general 
reader. As a matter of fact, the letters 
forming this volume of nearly 400 pages 
were published in book form in New York 
in 1896. These letters were the result of 
three voyages—one of seven months, from 
June, 1888, to January, 1889, in the yacht 
Casco, which embraced a trip with San 
Francisco as a starting point to the Mar- 
quesas, to Paumotos, Tahiti, and north- 
ward to the Hawaiian Islands, where the 
Casco was paid off, the next six months 
being spent at Honolulu. The second voy- 
age, which was taken in the trading schoon- 
er Equator, was from Honolulu to the Gil- 
bert Islands; while the third voyage, which 
lasted from April to September, 1890, was 
taken in the trading steamer Janet Nicoll, 
starting from Sydney to Penrhyn in the 
Eastern to the Marshall Islands in the 
Western Pacific. 

Before starting on these voyages Steven- 
son had made arrangements for the serial 
publication of the letters which go to make 
up the volume, a portion of which orig- 
inally appeared in London in the pages of 
Black and White, February to December, 
1891, the letters as a whole appearing in 
the columns of The New York Sun during 
the same period. 

The idea of republishing this matter in 
book form came later; Stevenson's plan be- 
ing to issue a book which should combine 
accounts of travel and personal experi- 
ence with the results of research, not only 
from personal observation, but also from 
careful inquiry into the history, customs, 
belief, and traditions of the various islands 
visited. These voyages, it must be remem- 
bered, brought about also “ Father Da- 
mian "’ and the group of Polynesian stories, 

In the Stevenson Letters will be found 
many additional facts, from private let- 
ters and Sidney Colvin’s introductions, 
not to be gathered from “In the South 
Seas ’’ as it appeared, bearing the imprint 
of Charles Scribner’s Sons, in 1896, and also 
as Volume XX. of the Edinburgh edition, 
neither book containing the voyages as a 
whole, Stevenson having decided that his 
attempt at combining personal and imper- 
sonal elements in the same volume was 
not too successfully accomplished. Among 
the additional ‘‘ South Sea” matter to be 
found in the Stevenson Letters is a draft 
of a proposed dedication to John Addington 
Symonds, which is beautiful it seems 
doubly a shame it was never used, the ded- 
ication as written taking the form of a let- 
ter.

HAWTHORNE. 


Discouragements Amid Which His 
Early Work Was Done.* 


The student of Hawthorne and his work 
cannot escape the sense of disagreement 
between the outward events of the au- 
thor’s life and that which one instinctive- 
ly feels to have been the needs of one side 
of his nature. There were within him two 
personalities—the recluse and the man of 
action. The katter, the descendant of 
sturdy Puritan ancestors, in vain sought 
development; circumstances were favora- 
ble alone to the deVelopment of the recluse, 
who grew to abnormal proportions and 
strength, and pitilessly smothered the 
struggles of the unequal rival. What, un- 
der other circumstances, Hawthorne might 
have become it is difficult to say; hardly 
the writer as we now know him. He was 
the product, as few other authors have 
been, of early local associations and hab- 
its. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne was born at the 
little town of Salem, Mass., on the 4th of 
July, 1804, thus belonging to the elder 
group of American writers who at this 
period made their appearance. For gen- 
erations both his father’s and his mother’s 
family had been rooted in the legendary 
soll of New England, a fact which could 
hardly fail to have influence on the mind 
of an imaginative boy. Whether the 
love of locality be cumulative, transmit- 
ting itself with increased strength from 
generation to generation, is a suggestive 
question, but one not admitting of defin- 
itive solution. Like many of his ancestors, 
Hawthorne's father was a follower of the 
sea, having risen to the rank of Captain. 
In 1808, while away from home, he died, 
and left ‘‘Madame” Hawthorne, as his 
wife was invariably styled, with three 
children, the second of whom was Na- 
thaniel, but with very little money. Re- 
turning to her father’s house, which was 
also in Salem, Mme. Hawthorne now en- 
tered upon an unnatural, almost Hindu- 
like state of seclusion, which contin- 
ued unbroken till her death, forty years 
later. But despite her idiosyncrasies, Mme. 
Hawthorne was by no means deficient 
in common sense, and her education of 
Nathaniel and his two sisters was as good 
as such one-sided education can be. ‘‘ One 


of the peculiarities of my boyhood,” writes, 


the romancer, was a grievous disincli- 
nation to go to school, and (Providence 
favoring me in this natural repugnance) I 
never did go half as much as other boys, 
partly owing to delicate health, (which I 
made the most of for the purpose,) and 
partly because much of the time there 
were no schools within reach.’’ 

Despite delicate health, which consisted 
long-continued lameness occa- 
accident from ball-playing, 
four years of primitive life 
among the wilds of Maine, Hawthorne 
managed to prepare himself for entrance 
at Bowdoin College, whither his uncle sent 
him when seventeen years of age. Students 
of the present day would smile at Haw- 
thorne’s ridiculously small list of expen- 
ditures, which he vainly strove to reduce 
even lower, as they doubtless also smile 
at the mental fare of- 
fered their ancestors in institutions of 
learning.

Speaking 
of this period, his elder sister Elizabeth 
says: “‘He wrote some tales to be called 
“Seven Tales of My Native Lartd,”’ with 
the motto from Wordsworth's ‘We Are 
Seven.’ I read them and liked them. I 
think they were better than ‘ Fanshawe.’ 
These ‘Seven Tales’ he attempted to pub- 
lish; but one publisher, after keeping them 
a long time, returned them with the ac- 
knowledgment that he had not read them. 
There was more of his peculiar genius in 
them than in ‘ Fanshawe.’ I recollect that 
he said when he was still in hopes to pub- 
lish them, that he would write a story 
which would make a smaller book and 
get it published immediately if possible, 
before the arrangements for bringing out 
the ‘Tales’ were completed. So he wrote 
‘Fanshawe’ and published it at his qwn 


expense, paying $100 for that purpose,” 


Not thus easily, however, was Haw- 
thorne to conquer fame. ‘ Fanshawe "’ fell 
stillborn from the press, author 
was perforce content to seek acknowledg- 
ment by the slower medium of the short 
story. As a matter of fact, his genius was 
still immature, not yet capable of the sus- 
tained effort of a long romance. Indeed, 
many years were yet to elapse before 
strength should come for the writing of 
the “Scarlet Letter,” in which was first 
distinctly proved to the world that a novel- 
ist of high rank had made his appearance. 
“Talent develops in_ seclusion,” says 
Goethe, “ but character is the strife of the 
world.’’ In regard to Hawthorne's talent 
this was certainly true, although the devel- 
opment was extremely slow. Indeed, one 
may doubt whether the firm determination 
to become a professional writer had been 
formed as late as the appearance of “ Fan- 
shawe.” ‘It was my fortune or misfort- 
une, just as you please,”’ he says, “ to have 
some means of supporting myself; and so, 
on leaving college, in 1825, instead of im- 
mediately studying a profession, I sat my- 
self down to consider what pursuit I was 
best fit for. And year after year I kept 
considering what I was fit for, and time 
and my destiny decided that I was to be 
the writer I am. I had always a natural 
tendency (it appears to have been on the 
maternal sf€e) toward seclusion; and this I 
now indulged to the utmost, so that for 
months together I scarcely had human in- 
tercourse my family, sel- 
dom going out except at twilight, or only 
to take the nearest way to the most con- 
solitude, which the 
seashore. I had read endlessly all sorts of 
good and good-for-nothing books, and, in 
dearth of other employment, had early be- 
gun to scritble sketches and stcries, most 
of which I burned. Some, however, got into 
the magazines and annuals; but, being 
anonymous or under different signatures, 
they did not soon have the effect of con- 
centrating any attention upon the author.

It may be doubted whether a writer of 
Hawthorne's ability could to-day remain in 
obscurity for such a length of time, liter- 
ary agents, paragraphers, and editors hav- 
ing found it contrary to financial interests 
to allow genius to pine in shadow, 
indeed, not waiting till eyes are 
enough to sustain the bright light of no- 
toriéty. But fame, sixty years ago as to- 
day, in the long run sought its level, and 
eventually merit was fairly certain of 
recognition. So that, launched upon 
the literary stream, it was but a question 
of time till Hawthorne should find himself 
upon the sea of popularity. 

The year was the turning point in 
the career of the young author, three 
events of great importance falling together 
at this period—the publication of the first 
volume of ‘‘ Twice-Told Tales,” a collec- 
tion of stories already printed in various 
magazines, the appointment as weigher 
and gauger in the Boston Custom House 
under George Bancroft, and the engage- 
ment with Sophia Amelia Peabody. Haw-

love of solitude, and that association with 
men and events was necessary to his well- 
being. “I want to have something to do 
with the material world,” he wrote to Miss 
Peabody at this period, and in pursult of 
this desire he exerted himself to secure 
the position of historian to a Government 
exploring expedition to the South Seas. 
The effcrt, however, proving abortive, Mr. 
Bancroft’s offer of employment met with 
ready acceptance. Indeed, the kind of ¢m- 
ployment was to Hawthorne of little im- 
portance. ‘“‘I am ready to do anything 
that is honorable and clean,’ he wrote, 
“of whatever nature,” 


The “ Tales,"" which had appeared in 
March of this year, did not bring fame to 
their author, but they may be said to 
have laid the foundations thereto. To a 
generation when the monthly sales of suc- 
cessful bcoks are numbered by the tens of 
thousands, the statements of Mr. Goodrich 
that the collection had received high praise 
from some of the most eminent critics in 
Boston and Cambridge, and that within 
two months between six and seven hun- 
dred copies had been sold, sound somewhat 
incengruous. Nevertheless, as Hawthorne 
wrote of the “Tales,” “they had the ef- 
fect of making me known in my immedi- 
ate vicinity; insomuch that, however re- 
luctantly, I was compelled to come out of 
my owl's nest and lionize in a small way.” 


In 1841 Hawthorne was turned out of of- 
fice by the new Whig Administration, and 
thereafter for a short time he was asso- 
ciated with the communistic experiment 
at Brook Farm, an experience later em- 
bodied in “ The Blithedale Romance."’ In 
the Summer of 1542, despite extremely low 
exchequer, he and Miss Peabody were 
married and moved to the “‘Old Manse” 
in Concord, where they remained for the 
next three years. The “‘ Mosses”’ and the 
collection of children’s stories called 
“ Grandfather's Chair," which appeared 
about this time, did little more than deepen 
the opinion of Hawthorne’s genius already 
held by those who knew him, although they 
van hardly be said to have introduced him to 
fresh circles of the reading public. Indeed, 
during all these years his fame resembled 
those streams whose channels deepen year 
by year, but which are immutably hemmed 
in by banks of granite. In 1845 Hawthorne's 
friends secured for him the position of 
Surveyor in the Custom House of his na- 
tive town, which he held for the next 
years, until fortunately ousted from office

We think in this thread of allegory run- 
ning through the story Miss Corelli has 
done a daring and difficult thing with both 
reticence and delicacy. To portray the 
Divine boy at the age of which Scripture 
gives us a single glimpse, the age at which 
He astounded the doctors of the temple, is 
less repellant than to attempt to supple- 
ment the fuller revelation of His manhood.

DAY REVIEW by 
William L, Alden. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—The Institute of 
Journalists is a very respectable body, and 
it is earnestly desirous of improving the 
profession which it represents. At its last 
meeting it decided that the time had come 
for the examination of persons wishing to 
enter the profession of journalism, and ac- 
cordingly its Council is to draw up 4 
scheme for such an examinatién. The ap- 
pearance of this perfected scheme will be 
awaited with considerable interest. On 
what subjects will budding journalists be 
examined? Presumably, among others, on 
their knowledge of the elementary rules of 
English grammar. But will they also be 
examined in history, literature, and all the 
sciences generally? A journalist, accord- 
ing to the common theory, ought to be able 
to write at a moment’s notice on every 
possible subject. If he happens to have 
some knowledge of the particular subject 
on which he writes it is certainly a good 
thing, but to require a candidate for jour- 
nalism to be examined in everything would 
be rather a large order. 

It is certainly odd that a body of profes- 
sional journalists-should fancy that jour- 
nalism can be learned in any other than 
the Squeersian system. A man can learn 
journalism only by being a journalist. To 
suppose that a young man can go to a 
crammer and be taught the science and 
practice of journalism and then present 
himself to the Institute of Journalists and 
pass an examination seems to most men 
who are or have been journalists flat non- 
sense. And then suppose the candidate 
whom the institute examines fails to pass 
his examination? Is there anything to pre- 
vent him from going to work and learning 
journalism practically, as all other men 
have hitherto learned it? If the institute 
wishes to make its examinations of any 
value it must first procure the passage of 
an act of Parliament making it a misde- 
meanor for any one to practice journalism 
without a diploma from the Institute of 
Journalists, 

Even if such a law were passed, men 
could procure cheap diplomas from some 
of the American establishments for the 
manufacture of degrees, and if the estab- 
lishment were really incorporated his de- 
gree would have to be recognized. Fancy 
the bitter hostility that would spring up 
between journalists with regular diplomas 
and mere quack journalists! We should find 
regular reporters refusing to report any- 
thing in company with a quack, and prob- 
ably in time we should have different 
schools of journalists, each one of which 
would assert that the others were no better 
than quacks. For myself, I do not think 
that I will go up for examination. 
diploma will doubtless cost something, and 
I doubt if I should ever get back 
money's worth.

The great merit of Crom- 
well and of the party of independents 
which he headed and which represented 
what was best in Puritanism, consists in 
the fact that he and they did, dimly, but 
with evergrowing clearness, perceive the 
principle, and with many haltings strive 
to act up to it. The Independent or Con- 
gregational Churches, which worked for 
political freedom and held that each con- 
gregation of Protestants should decide for 
itself as to its religious doctrines, stood as 
the forerunners in the movement that has 
culminated in our modern political 
religious liberty.”

Therefore the ten books should include 
some mathematics within the powers of 
the individual exile; this to keep his mind 
toned up and to ward off sloth and irreso- 
lution. One of my little boys suggests that 
he should have a “ Boy’s Book of Sports” 
to teach him to do things. My wife says 
he should have a cook book. They both 
discern the fundamental truth. The list 
should contain something to provoke and 
help to actual work. 

Let me state the principle In another 
way. Self-respect is an essential element 
of happiness; it is an element of mere con- 
tentment. But a man cannot spend his life 
reading, enjoying, and appreciating even 
the best books and still keep his self-re- 
spect. He may be contented to “lie down 
and be ministered to” if he has done a 
day’s work and knows that he has the 
strength of mind to do another one If 
Omar Khayyam had made more tents and 
better ones, and had spent less time with 
his book and jug and with thee, “ singing 
in the wilderness,” he would have been a 
good deal happier. He “put up a good 
bluff,” but any man of discernment can 
see that he knew that he was a loafer and 
was ashamed of it and was just bluffing.

THE READING TIME COME AGAIN. 


Although nature presents comparatively 
little evidence that October is here once 
more, the leaves being still almost as dense 
as in midsummer, with no brilliant color- 
ing to be seen, there are other signs which 
point to Autumn’s presence, such as the 
announcement of the Winter concert sea- 
sons, the Kneisel, the Philharmonic, or the 
Boston Symphony, and the opening of the 
various theatres for a supplementary if not 
for the regular season. And now once more 
we have the long evenings, when not only 
are lights bearable, but absolutely neces- 
sary to make homes cheerful, and we have 
occasional crisp mornings and evenings, 
when an open fire is most enjoyable. At 
this season one turns with fresh pleasure 
to the publishers’ announcements, carefully 
classified sts of the season’s books—both 
new works and old favorites in attractive 
editions—being herewith presented. 

Owing to the war, England's books, many 
of which come to us in American editions 
or by importation, are unusually small, 
many books which were held over from last 
Spring not having made their appearance 
up to the present time. Numerous volumes, 
however, on the various aspects of the 
Boer war have been published on both sides 
of the Atlantic, including several of unu- 


sual interest. 
It used to be said that a Presidential elec- 


tion year was considered a poor one for lit- 
erature and the booksellers, but as it hap- 
pens the present season shows a marked in- 
crease over last year’s issue, which was 
then thought to have been most phenom- 
enal. Not only is this increase apparent in 
the number of books issued, but while the 
general average of excellence seems re- 
markably high, it is easy to point to an 
unusual number of volumes which are ex- 


ceptionally fine. 
The new poetry of the season is the weak- 


est feature on the lists, the one volume of 
unusual importance being Mr. Stedman's 
long expected American Anthology, which, 
after repeated postponements, is at last 
definitely promised.

But a glance at the lists given below will 
show that such special mention might be 
long continued, so that with a brief men- 
tion of the fact that such record is unusu- 
ally strong in fine art books, such as Mr. 
Lionel Cust’s “‘ Van Dyke” and beautifully 
illustrated editions of old favorites, such 
as Helen Hunt's “ Ramona,” illustrated by 
Henry Sandham, these references to special 
attractions offered by the season’s output 
must be brought to a close. 

It will be readily seen that the field thus 
presented is unusually wide and rich, and 
that it only lies with us to make wise 
choice of the new volumes to be selected for 
our Winter reading. Leigh Hunt has said 
that the universalist is the only true read- 
er, because he is the only one on whom 
no writing is lost, but in these lists will be 
found books for the specialist, for the stu- 
dent, for the man who simply wishes +o 
pass pleasantly enough an odd hour or two, 
and, above all, books, and books in abund- 
ance, for the true book lover, who alone 
of all classes of readers extracts the great- 
est amount of pleasure and profit from his 
favorite volumes. The man who fancies he 
has no time for reading or is too tired for it 
should remember Sir John Herschell’s ad- 
vice: 


Now, of all the amusements which can 
possibly be imagined for a hard-working 
man after his daily toil, or in its intervals, 
there is nothing like reading an interesting 
book, supposing him to have a taste for 
it, and supposing him to have the book to 
read.

Why “‘Jesting Pilate”? 


To The New York Times Saturday Review: 

I am moved by your felicitous reference 
to “jesting Pilate”’ on the editorial page 
of THE REvVIEw of to-day to seek light on 
a matter that has for long interested and 
perplexed me. ‘‘ ‘ What is truth?’ said jest- 
in Pilate, and he waited not for an an- 
swer."’ So Lord Bacon begins his famous 
essay, and nearly (but not quite) all the 
world adopts the phrase, and makes the 
Roman Governor a contemptuous hearer of 
the sublime words addressed to him. Some, 
however, use a different adjective to de- 
scribe his action and character. Matthew 
Arnold makes him “the sad, melancholy 
Pilate,” while a superannuated chemist 
who, some thirty years ago, published a 
book he called “‘ The Conflict Between Sci- 
ence and Religion,” (now deservedly for- 
gotten,) made Pilate “‘ thunder” his all- 
important question at his prisoner. Dr. 
Johnson called him “ the perplexed Pilate,”’ 
and several others of lesser note, I have 
found in my reading, characterize him by 
an epithet of their own. But still it is the 
Baconian phrase that mostly prevails. 

I never could discover in the Gospel nar- 
rative (and there is nowhere else to seek) 
the least justification for saying that Pilate 
was or meant to be frivolous, or ‘‘ a jester,” 
or comported himself otherwise than as be- 
came his high office. I am speaking, of 
course, only of his language and bearing on 
the occasion. He certainly took the Saviour 
seriously, and not as a fanatic or revolu- 
tionist. He was convinced of His inno- 
cence, and tried to save Him; was influ- 
enced, besides, by his wife's warning, and 
even frightened (‘“‘was the more 
afraid,” John, xix.,'8,) by the claim and as- 
sertion that He was the Son of God. In 
truth, nothing is further from one’s mind, 
after the perusal of the story of the pas- 
sion in any of the evangelists, than the idea 
that Pilate was ‘a jester,” or sought to 
ridicule Christ. My perplexity, then, comes 
from finding nearly ev®ry one quoting and 
adopting Bacon's expression. Why do they? 
There is no authority for it, and to me it 
only illustrates the unfortunate propensity 
of the human mind to follow with passive 
sequacity the views of others when confi- 
dently asserted or boldly maintained. I 
will indeed be glad to read in your columns
